As I am a graduate of the University of Toronto and have 
had the privilege of meeting you personally, I am therefore taking the lib= 
erty of writing to you. 


It is my intention within the course of the next few weeks 
to apply for admission to an officers’ training corps of the United States 
Army, and in this regard, I would esteem a letter of recommendation from you 
a@ great favor. 


The better to enable you to write such a letter, should you 
deem it advisable, may I submit a brief record of my life in Toronto. The 
following paragraphs are replete with the personal pronoun but I assure 
you that the facts are set down in a spirit of humility. 


You may perhaps recall me as the young man whose privilege 
it was to introduce you, as one of the speakers of the evening at the first 
annual dinner of the “University of Toronto Schools 01d Boys Association" 
held in the University Club, Toronto. 


I was among the first matriculants of the "University of 
Toronto Schools” and graduated in 1916 from the University of Toronto, 
Faculty of Applied Science, Department of Architecture. My record as a 
scholar was not one of brilliancy, although in my senior year I attained 
honor standing. 


At Kingston, in the autumn of 1914, I won the “Inter-Collegi- 
ate Cross-Country” race, thereby bringing victory to the Toronto team and 
earning for myself the coveted "T". 


In my senior year I was chosen President of the Architect- 
ural Club, which includes every student in the Department of Architecture. 
Also in that year, I had the privilege of being President of my Fraternity 
Beta Theta Pi, 126 St. George Street. 


Should you desire any further reference as to my character, 
I feel sure that any of the following gentlemen would be willing to give 
you a satisfactory report:-

In considering the writing of this letter, the question naturally 
arises - “why has this young man not entered the service of his country be- 
fore this late date?” The delay has been occasioned by serious and pro= 
longed illness in my family which culminated in the passing on of my beloved 
Mother. This, and contingent conditions in my home, are the only reasons 
for my present status, that of a civilian. 


During the past year, I have been engaged on United States Government 
work in connection with the design of buildings for the Aviation Department. 
The time has now come when I can do my bit more actively, and it is_in this 
regard that I am requesting your assistance.
